“Just remember,” he commented, 
“thet it is nothing new for Japan- 
ese to be landed on our shores from 
ocean-going craft of various kinds. 
‘That has happened continually, 
even before the war. 

MANY NAVAL OFFICERS 

“Then consider this,” he  con- 
tinued: “I know for a fact that many 

of the Japanese who have been 
fishing off our shores in recent 
years have been Japanese naval 
officers, That fact has been proven 
beyond al] doubt. 

“Furthermore,” he said, “it is 
also a well-known fact on the 
Pacific coast that in the early 
months of this year purchases of 
gasoline by British Columbian 
Japanese were on a scale far 
greater than ever before, Jap- 
anese who used to buy their 
gasoline simply from service sta- 
tion pumps suddenly took to buy- 
ing it in 45-gallon drums. They 
also purchased hugely increased 
quantities of blasting powder.” 

Reid claimed furthermore that 

west coast Japanese early in the 
year had been purchasing new| 
motor trucks on a noticeable scale. | 
He said it was his belief that the 
Japanese had “a mobile fifth 
column” virtually organized in Brit- 
ish Columbia by the time Japan had 
come into the war.

Opening the discussion, Hon, John Bracken, Premier of 
Manitoba and chairman of the gathering, said the question 
appeared to be: “What is the better way of changing the pro- 
| cedure of dealing with debts?” Should it be a modification 
| of the present federal machinery or by establishing some 
| body vested with the joint powers of the federal and provin- 
cial governments? 


Mr. Bracken said that in his opinion the plan of a land 
court would be better in the long run than the present 
federal legislation, although it might be more difficult to 
get the land court than to get some modification of the 
federal legislation. . 


The process of education required for the former :weuld 
delay action:.He concluded that it Would be expedient to 
seek a modification of the existing federal legislation. 


Raises Constitutional Question 


The Hon. J. W. Estey, spokesman for the Saskatchewan 
government delegation, raised the constitutional question. 
He said that there was “a substantial body of opinion’ in 
Ottawa that appreciated the western debt problem, but the 
difficulty had been the controversy over the constitutional 
matter. 


There was a strong opinion that the constitution had 

to be rewritten, but that required conferences on intricate 

| matters, He believed it would be easier to get the estab- 

lishment of a common tribunal in view of the war con- 

ditions, but he said he was willing to abide by the decision 
of the conference, 


Mr. Estey said that he agreed with the Hon. Stuart 
Garson that the existing bankruptcy legislation was not ef- 
fective for the farm problem. New sections would be re- 
quired in the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act, but 
something flexible was needed to take care of variations in 
financial standing due to the hazards of farming. ‘Can the 
Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act take care of that?” 
he asked. 


Believes Tribunal Is Needed 


He thought a tribunal was needed. Moreover, the pro- 
ceedings should be under provincial authority, Mr. Estey 
declared. Provincial autonomy was important. 


The Saskatchewan minister concluded by saying that 
his delegation was sincere in working with those of the two 
other provinces and the farm organizations in seeking a 
solution of the problem, 


Mr. Garson maintained that there was no constitu- 
tional question with regard to the F.C.A.A. as it had been 
held by the courts to be within the scope of the federal 
government's power. He said the provincial government 
could invest the F.C.A.A. with its powers.

It was indicated here Tuesday 
that Government House, former 
residence of the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, may be used to provide 
accommodation urgently needed 
in Edmonton due to war exigen- 
cles, 

Hon, W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works — the department 
which has charge of government 
house—said Tuesday he had been 
approached by Mayor John W. Fry 
and representatives of the Edmon- 
ton Chamber of Commerce with 
the request that accommodation 
available in the West End building 
be used as a means of overcoming 
the shortage of building space for 
war purposes, 

WANTS REPORT 

The minister stated he had in- 
formed the delegation that he 
would be unable to recommend the 
use of government house for these 
purposes until he had received a 


accommodation that would be re- 
quired and the exact use to which 
it would be put. 

If such a report were submitted 
by responsible parties the gov- 
ernment might consider opening 
Government House, Mr. Fallow 
declared. 

The minister pointed out that the 
government had a large investment 
in the building and would have to 
be assured that it would be proper- 


ler the requests which had been 
submitted.

Nazis Complain Allies Inciting 
Suppressed Peoples To Revolt 


By JOHN A. PARRIS 
LONDON, June 30.— (BUP) — 
The German foreign office publi- 
cation Deutsche Diplomatisch Poll- 
tische’ Korrespondenz complained 
teday that the Allies were inciting 
the residents of occupied terri- 
tories to revolt with promises of 
a second front, and threatened 
ruthless suppression of outbreaks. 
“In leaflets dropped over coun- 
tries under control of the Axis 
powers and in broadcasts, the Allies 
promise the early 
arrival of British 
and American 
forces and appeal 
to assist the Allies 
by armed revolt,” 
the publication 
was quoted by 
Radio Berlin. 
Deutsche Diplo- 
matisch Politische 
Korres pondenz 
then cited “safety 
of the Axis 
armies,” “interests of the occupied 
countries,” and the Hague conven- 
tion in an effort to justify use of 
“the hard rules of martial law.” 
“Attempts made by enemy coun- 
tries to incite the population of 


occupied territories into action 
against the Axis powers automatic. 
ally turn into accomplices and ac- 
cessories in crime all those who 
concern themselves with arms and 
parachutists dropped from enemy 
planes,” it said, 


“STAMP OUT ENEMIES” 

A meeting held yesterday at Mor- 
avian Osrum in Prague was. des- 
cribed by the German Trans-Ocean 
agency as “the last demonstration to 
be held against Heydrich’s murder 
(the assassination of Reinhard (the 
hangman) Heydrich, No. 2 Gestapo 
leader).” 

Eighty thousand Czechs attend- 
ed the meeting, the despatch said, 
and speakers, including Dr. Eman- 
uel Moravec, Quisling Csech min- 
ister of propaganda, said “every- 
thing humanly possible had been 
done to stamp out the enemies of 
the Reich within Bohemia-Mor- 
avia.” 

(The Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem said the British Broadcasting 
Corporation quoted Dr. Moravec: “It 
is just and even in the nation’s in- 
terest that 7,000 persons die in order 
to save 7,000,000," a bald suggestion 


that the Germans had executed 7,000 
Czechs.) 

Another Trans-Ocean despatch 
from Prague announced the inaug- 
uration of a “nation court” to decide 
whether defendants are “enemies of 
the Czech people, deserving death,” 
or are not guilty. 

The court, Trans-Ocean report- 
ed, also was empowered to try 

persons who have taken refuge in 
Allied nations, and therein ap- 
Peared to be the main purpose of 
the new courts, since German 
military tribunals have been sen- 
tencing patriots to be shot quickly 
and by the score. 

Apparently the Germans want a 
court, composed though it is of 
traitors, to condemn to death in ab- 
sentia, in the name of Czechoslova- 
kia, patriots who are now working 
in London and Washington for the 
freedom of their people.

Machine Lack 
To Force Cut 


Road Program! 


Alberta's 1942 highway program 
may be seriously curtailed due 
to the fact the dominion govern- 
ment has taken over some of the 
largest pieces of road-building 
equipment owned by the provin- 
cial government, Hon. W. A. Fal- 
low, minister of public works, 
announced Tuesday. 

Included in the equipment loaned 
to the dominion for airport work 
in the province are two large scrap- 
ers used for road construction, The 
minister said these scrapers can 
“bite off’ 15 cubie yards of dirt at 
a time. They can be used for level- 
ling of airfields. 

Tt was also indicated that domin- 
jon authorities would require other 
equipment owned by the province 
for its war construction program, 
Mr. Fallow said. 

“Loss of this machinery will mean 
a curtailment of our highway pro- 
gram this year,” Mr, Fallow said 
“We will be unable to complete 
some of our projects or undertake 
others.’ 

Highways most affected will be 
those in the south and southeast 
sections of the province, 


The minister mentioned par- 
ticularly road work now being 
done on the Jasper highway east 
of Vermilion near Lloydminster. 
Most of the equipment now being 
used on this stretch will have to 
be taken away, and available 
machinery split up between sev- 
eral projects. 

It was expected the Jasper high- 
way work could have been com- 
pleted within the next two weeks. 
It will now require a considerably 
longer period and other highway 


work planned will also have to be) 


restricted, Mr. Fallow said. 

Another project affected by the 
Joss of the machinery is the Trans- 
Canada highway between Gleichen 
and Brooks which was being re- 
routed to avoid low-lying land and 
drainage trouble. 

Mr. Fallow said it was not likely 
projects in northern Alberta would 
be affected to the same extent as 
those in the south and east, as most 
of the road work planned in the 
north consists of grading and gravel- 
ling. Equipment for this work is 
stil! available,

CAIRO, June 30.—(AP)—Ger 
man armored columns have asd- 
vanced pasi El Daba, 75 miles east 
of Matruh and 100 miles from 
Alexandria, it was announced to- 
night, The announcement did not 
indicate whether the Axis ad- 
vance was in force, or whether 
only isolated units had broken 
through.

CAIRO, June 30.—(AP) 
—Heavy raids by augmented 
Allied air forces on German- 
Italian tanks in the Egyptian 
desert battle area) and on 
battered Tobruk were an- 
nounced today as British 
headquarters indicated the 
enemy had thrust eastward 
tothe vicinity of Fuka, 140 
miles west of Alexandria 
and 45 miles southeast of 
Matruh. 


(Both the German and Italian 
communiques ciaimed Field Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel’s men had 
reached the area east of Fuka.) 


British headquarters said large 
forces of Axis tanks and vehicles 
were met and forced back Sunday 
west of Fuka, but added that the 
enemy again advanced yesterday 


and that fighting was in progress in 
the same area, 

Fresh New Zealand troops, fight- 
ing with the bayonet at close quar- 
ters, bolstered the British defence 
while the strengthened Royal Air 
Force and United States Air Force 
| dropped bomps steadily on the Axis 


| Vehicles and bases. A military ob- 
server just back from the front said 
the situation was somewhat im- 
| proved. 

An R.A.F. communique said 


that last night, as on the previous 
night, fliers heavily raided Axis 
ground forces west of Matruh, set- 
ting numerous fires among arm- 
| ored vehicles, transports and 
grounded planes; and that a raid 
on Tobruk set large fires and hit 
an Axis supply ship amidships. 

An American military observer, 
just back from the fighting front, 
said, “while the situation cannot be 
classed as good afier such reverses 
as have been suffered in the desert, 
it certainlyv is not hopeless and 
looks better now than a few days 
ago." 
R.A.F. CONTROLS AIR 

“The R.A.F. has kept contro! of 
the air and this has had a tremend- 
ous effect on the morale of the 
troops,” the observer said. 

“In the Jatest phases of the with- 


drawal they fell back to new posi- 
tions assigned to them in the great- 
est order, taking almost everything 
with them and leaving huthing to 
fal! into the’ hands of the enemy.

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EXTENSION OF ACT TO MANITOBA ASKED 


Alberta Proposes Sweeping Debt Adjustment Changes 


BRACKEN SPEAKS 


Revision Would Provide 
Greater Protection For 
Farmers On Debt Issue 


SASKATOON, June 30.—(CP)—Delegates attending the 
prairie farm debt conference in session here yesterday, un- 
animously endorsed a resolution urging the federal govern- 
ment to put the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act into 
effect in Manitoba on the same basis as it is in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. 


The action was taken in response to a query from Pre- 
mier John Bracken of Manitoba as to the attitude of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan on the matter of support for 
Manitoba in gaining debt legislation which had been with- 
drawn from that province. 


The endorsation also followed a lengthy address by Hon. 
Lucien Maynard, Alberta minister of municipal affairs. 


Seek Solution For Three Provinces 


Mr. Maynard said that ‘when we called this conference, 
we came here to work out proposals which would be accept- 
able to all three western provinces.” 


The conference here followed a meeting several weeks 
ago at Edmonton at which representatives of the Alberta 
government and farmers’ organizations drew up proposals 
for adjustment of debt problems. It was following this 
meeting that the Saskatoon conference was called. 


Many Amendments Advocated 


Numerous amendments to the Farmers’ Creditors’ Ar- 


. rangement Act were advocated by Mr. Maynard on behalf of 


the Alberta government at the afternoon seasion. 


The delegates last night met in committee. The gather- 
ings were closed to the press. ‘ 


Premier Bracken told the conference that Manitoba 
“is prepared to help and to share with the other two pro- 
vinces the responsibility of working out a scheme accept- 
able to all three provinces” and asked the meeting to sup- 
port Manitoba's efforts to gain “even the limited juris- 
diction now available in the matter of general debt treat- 
ment.” 


“,. Our task is to make ourselves as efficient as pos- 
sible, and one of the most important steps in that process 
is to deal definitely with our present debt problem.” 


Statement On Position Asked 


The Manitoba premier asked the conference to state its 
position with regard to Manitoba. 


In answer to the request, Hon. J. W. Estey, attorney- 
general and leader of the Saskatchewan delegation, said the 
Saskatchewan delegates had come to take part in the formu- 
lation of plans “which we hope will be acceptable to all three 
provinces.” 


He said furthet that while the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment had given considerable attention to the debt prob- 
lem, and had submitted concrete proposals to the confer- 
ence, no cut and dried plan had been evolved which would 
preclude the possibility of working out a common solution. 


Mr. Maynard listed 19 amendments which he advocated 
would give the board wider powers in the adjustment and 
settlement of debts and extensive changes in the procedure 
under the F. C. A. Act. 


Decentralization Of Work Proposed 


He said the Alberta government proposed that work 
under the act be decentralized by using the facilities of the 
district court offices of the judicial districts in the pro- 
vinces, ‘ \ 


Proposals for the solution of the farm debt problem 
in the west were made by the governments of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan and by the following farm organiza- 
tions: the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool; the United Farm- 
ers of Canada, Saskatchewan section, and the Alberta 
Farmers Union. 


The Hon. Stuart Garson, provincial treasurer of the 
Manitoba government, submitted a comprehensive proposal 
for the Manitoba delegation. 


Press Admitted To Sessions 


The delegates reversed their decision of the morning 
with regard to the press, and agreed to allow reporters at 
the meeting during the submissoin of proposals. The action 
was taken on a motion of Frank Eliason, secretary of the 
United Farmers of Canada, Saskatchewan section. — 


In presenting the Alberta brief, Mr. Maynard said his 
government had kept the following principles in mind: 
First, the present setup was unsatisfactory. Second, .. it 
must be remembered the country was at war and extra 
financial burden should not be placed on the federal gov- 
ernment. Third, any solution should be simple, practical 
and reasonable. 


Mr. Maynard said his delegation was prepared to lis- 
ten to any better proposal or to one not so good, provided 
is could be agreed on.

According to the terms of that 
agreement Britain granted a 
credit of $40,000,000 to the Soviet 
government. When that amount 
neared exhaustion recently Bri- 
tain granted an additional credit 
of $100,000,000.

Canada ends its seventy-fifth year of 
nationhood in less happy conditions in- 
ternally than prevailed when the year be- 
gan. The unity which then existed has 
been broken, The cleavage of a quarter of 
a century ago has been reopened, and Que- 
bec and the other eight provinces are again 
sharply divided on the question of compul- 
sory military service outside the Dominion. 


For this reopening of the breach no 
one in Canada is primarily responsible, 
though the breach has been widened and 
feelings embittered by some among us 
from whom more tempered language could 
have been expected. The enemy is to 
blame, basically, for the cleavage which 
now exists, and which was happily absent 
one year ago. 

Japan’s entry into the war threw the 
question of conscripting Canadians to 
fight outside Canada across our nation as 
a disrupting issue. Up to that time it was 
accepted by all but a small minority that 
voluntary enlistments would provide all 
the fighting men Canada need supply. 
But when the third most powerful navy 
and the third most powerful army in the 
world went into action on the side of the 
Axis, the whole set-up was changed. 

This brought the United States into 
the war; but it also made what had been 
a regional war a world-wide struggle, 
with every continent and every sea a pros- 
pective battlefield, and our own west coast 
directly exposed to attack. It destroyed all 
former ideas as to where the fighting 
would have to be done, what strength the 
free nations would have to exert, and how 
long it would take to break down. the 
world-girdling conspiracy against then. 

Canada immediately had to face the 
question of supplying forces for service 
abroad so large that voluntary enlistment 
might not meet the need. To provide for 
that possibility the electors were asked to 
give direct sanction to the sending of 
drafted men abroad if and when necessary. 
They gave this sanction, by a vote better 
than two to one. But Quebec voted the 
other way. And the majority of Quebec 
members in parliament are now blocking 
the legislation necessary to implement the 
popular verdict. 

It is well to recall at this time that 
Confederation did not come about as the 
result of unity of opinions, sentiment or 
interest, but because of disunity. It was 
the product of jealousy, antagonism, iso- 
lation and stagnation among the unrelated 
provinces. The hope was that if these 
were joined together in a federal system 
national conceptions would replace pro- 
vincial ideals, that a sense of mutyal rela- 
tionship and interdependence would over- 
come sectional bickering, and that the 
welfare of the nation would become the 
major concern of the people in all the com- 
ponent provinces. 

It can be said that the present cleav- 
age in no way threatens a break-up of 
the Dominion. The minority would oppose 
that as resolutely as the majority; Que- 
bec as vigorously as the other provinces. 

It can be also said that this disturbing 
issue has been handled in the spirit of tol- 
erance which made Confederation pos- 
sible, There has been no attempt to 
“cram conscription down the throats” of 
the minority. The whole procedure has 
been strictly in accord with democratic 
practice, 

While the national unity in regard to 
war policy has been broken, there is no 
reason to suppose any worse result is to 
follow. The Dominion is not to be torn 
apart because Japan joined the Axis; nor 
because hot heads on the one side are 
defying the will of the majority and on 
the other side are demanding arbitrary 
suppression of minority views. Canada 
will survive the wrangle about clothing the 
Government with power it may never have 
to use, There is no cause for alarm on that 
score. 

Confederation did not make French- 
Canadians English, nor English-Canadians 
French. But it did build a national struc- 
ture of which both are proud, in which 
both have prospered as they could not 
have prospered otherwise, and which nei- 
ther has any intention of allowing enemies 
abroad or extremists at home to pull down. 


What's Behind The News? 


The layman has to take the events of 
the day as his guide in judging how the 
war is going. He does not know, and is 
poorly qualified to guess, what may be the 
Strategy behind a distant manoeuvre or 
what may be implied in the outcome of a 
particular battle. A dozen times in the 
last two years the Allied nations have re- 
joiced over victories which turned out to 
be preludes to disasters. And they have 
gone into the dumps over defeats which 
later on proved to be less than disasters. 

The war news from Russia, from 
Libya and from China has been bad. Al- 
together bad so far as the non-military 
reader could judge. Sevastopol has been 
pounded into a heap of debris which the 
Russians may have to give up, and the 
dent put in their line south of Kharkov 
looks serious, The British forces were 
thrown out of Libya with heavy losses of 
men and equipment, and London is none 
too sure that Egypt can be held. The Chi- 
nese have been beaten back along the 
Chekiang-Kiangsi railroad. These are dis- 
concerting reports from all three major

Russian army on the retreat is a terrible 
antagonist. He has lost more men because 
the Russians retreated than he would have 
lost if they had held their ground. From 
the Peninsular War down, a dozen cam- 
paigns have shown that a British army on 
the retreat is equally dangerous. And in 
five years of war the Japanese have found 
out that when a Chinese army disappears 
in front it has a discommoding way of 
turning up again in the rear or on the 
flank. 

It may be that these precedents mean 
nothing in the present retirements and 
withdrawals of Allied forces on the three 
fronts. But it also may be that on one 
front or other, or on all of them, the 
reverses of today will be reversed again 
before many days have passed. In Russia, 
in Libya and in China, the enemy forces 
extend their support lines every mile they 
advance. Perhaps in one theatre or an- 
other that is what the Allied commanders 
want them to do. At least the civilian 
should temper the discouragement of the 
day by remembering that there are such 
things as “strategic retreats’.

Look at Greece, The greatest 
scientific and philosophical brain 
of all time was produced — by 
Greece. But even Aristotle and 
Plato and Socrates, too, could not 
Save Greece from retrogression. 
_Is it great art that makes a na- 
tion immortal? 

Look at Italy. All the art of the 
ancients and all the glory of the 
Renaissance could not save Italy 
from betoming a decadent state. 

The wealth of Persia, the cun- 
ning of Egypt, the legions of 
Caesar, the painters of Italy, the 
sculptors and philosophers of 
Greece have been powerless to 
confer national immortality on 
their people. 


Immortality 


I suppose no nation will exist 
But three examples 
come to mind of nations that do 
appear to have survived those 
forces that have wrecked most 
others, 

Those three nations, or nation- 
al groups of people, rather, are 
the Chinese, the Jews and the 
British. I include the British, not 
because they have existed for 
such a tremendously long time, 
as racial time goes, but because, 
by all the laws of averages under

Owing to decisions 
of the Canadian courts, practic- 
ally all provincial debt protection 
has been swept aside and from a 
legal standpoint the only debt 
protection left is that of the 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act, a Federal act with some 
very serious defects but still the 
only remaining protection to 
farmers unable to meet their ob- 
ligations, 

Now with regard to those debts 
my experience with and among 
farmers and farming myself for 
a third of a century has con- 
vinced me that there are but 
very few farmers who do not 
want to pay their debts. No ord- 
inary human being wants to be 
continuously harassed by collec 
tors, worrying over seizures, 
sleepless nights due to fear of 
foreclosure, etc. 

And again, the farmer in most 
cases has not been able to meet 
his debts because of many factors 
over which he has little or no 
control, There is the weather and 
crop damage factor. There is the 
even more important factor of 
his economic position that for 
long periods of time he does not 
receive the cost of production for 
that which he produces. These 
are the reasons why we have had 
to have debt protection for the 
farmers in Alberta both by the 
previous and the present Gov- 
ernment. 

What the decisions arrived at 
by the Saskatoon meeting wil! 
be, no one knows at the presen’ 
time, but with the present une 
certainty as to the whole legal or 
constitutional question up before 
the Privy Council, we would 
point out that we in the U.F.A. 
have held for many years that 
there is serious need of Federal 
legislation which will give some 
board or boards complete powers 
to deal with the question of farm 
debt. 

It is also probable that Prove 
incial enabling legislation will be 
necessary to make such an act 
impervious to such attacks as we 
have seen in the past few years.

Russians And British Differ Sharply In War Theory

Since Washington has invited 
the press to speculate on the 
meaning of Mr. Churchill's sud- 
den visit, and since speculation is 
always an intellectual enjoyment, 
let us try to imagine what was 
Boing on, with no privy inform- 
ation, and nothing more than the 
communications that have ap- 
peared in the newspapers, Per-

British-Russian treaty, and after 
reading other speeches, notably 
that of Mr, Cripps last week, I 
think I understand the Churchill 
visit. I think this is what hap- 
pened: 

Mr.. Molotoff presented to Mr. 
Churchill, in London, the Rus- 
sian theory of the strategy of the 
war, That theory is that the Ger- 
man army is muci too strong to 
be defeated by one master blow. 
Stalin and other Russians have 
declared before that the German 
military force must be weakened 
by continuous strain and exhaus- 
tion, using up its manpower and 
material and giving it no mo- 
ment for recuperation, An enor- 
mous contribution to this strat- 
egy would be the opening of a 
second front in Europe, 

Mr. Churchill did not wholly 
fali in with this. His viewpoint 
may have been revealed in the 
Cripps’ speech, Mr. Cripps said: 
“When we strike, let us strike 
hard, with a determination to 
march through to Berlin before 
we call a fina] halt.” And he said, 
“When the moment to strike will 
come, no one can say; I am_ not 
going to help Hitler by telling 


}you or him.” 


So the British idea would seem 
to be to assemble an enormous 


|force on the British Isles, and 


when the moment is favorable, 


exhausting and attrition. 
Optimistic 


This presumes of course, that 
the British are highly optimistic 
about the Russian powers'of re- 
sistance—perhaps more optimis- 
tic than the Russians themselves, 
It is well known here that Mr, 
Litvinoff, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, is not painting the situation 
in a very rosy fashion, And un- 
less it is certain that the Russians 
can maintain a strong front until 
the moment for a blitz in the 
west, these British calculations 
are futile. 

Now, Mr. Molotoff may have 
been told that the British could 
make no other decision without 
the Americans, and so Mr, Molo- 
toff came to Washington, Here 
the atmosphere was, perhaps, 
different. The United States is 
not so immediately and gravely 
involved, and the offensive spirit 
in military circles at least, is ap- 
parently stronger, judging by the 
statements made in London by 
Generals Marshall and Arnold. 

The Americans think more 
coolly about the Russians than 
do the British, and have never 
tended to overestimate the Rus- 
sian position, 

So Mr. Molotoff may have sug- 
gested, with a note of insistence, 
that the President and Mr, 
Churchi]! get together and con- 


ope in 1942,” 

And therefore what was de- 
bated in Washington was the 
Russian theory versus the Brit- 
ish theory. 


First Importance 


The Russians, of course, are 
chiefly concerned with the re- 
lieving of their own situation, 
which is, however, of primary 
importance for the whole war. 
But there is another situation 
that has to be relieved, that is of 
primary importance to America 


and Britain; the battle of the 
Atlantic—the mitigation of the 
shipping losses, 


Up to now we have been on the 
defensive—trying to fight off or 
circumnavigate submarines. We 
have not been very successful. 
Our rate of loss for months has 
been faster than our rate of 
building in spite of the fact that 
we are getting through all our 
main convoys. 

And this creates a vicious cir- 
cle, for we shall never get suffi- 
cient shipping for a huge blitz if 
we are losing faster than we 
build, 

Perhaps this also creates a 
need for an offenive spirit; may- 
be the surest way to giving us a 
shipping advantage would be to

no military strategist, that a 
compromise might be reached 
between the Russian theory of 
warring continually with the 
Germans until they are worn out, 
and the British, of conserving all 
forces for a single knockout blow, 
by blitz strategy. 

That compromise might be to 
defer the opening of a major sec 
ond front until the shipping site 
uation is improved, but to ime 
prove the shipping situation and 
relieve the Russians by some 
new super-commando raids on a 
size and scale that have not so 
far been employed. 

That would give Hitler the 
problem that Napoleon feared 
above everything, without seri- 
ously depleting the vast blitz 
army on the British Isles. 

But political considerations 
may be playing a role with the 
British, Such commandos might 
fulfil their purpose even if only 
partly successful. They would 
still keep Hitler running around 
and guessing, But Mr, Churchill, 
since Dunkirk, Crete, Greece, 
and Singapore, is terribly afraid 
of anything that is not wholly 
successful, So perhaps, if we are 
to do this, the Americans must 
ake the chief responsibility for 
j

HE question is: Will they be permitted to fill it? "I think they will,”

in front of them. We don’t want to send our boys out until they are fit. 
do Well, then let's toughen them mentally

“Let's not he squeamish. Let's deluge the boys with violence to 
the point where they become so familiar with violence that they 
are contemptuous of it. We have been too prideful of our records in 
Olympic games and other sorts of sports. We must forget that and 
take up the task of drilling boys in contact games until they no 
longer fear impact or injury.” 


Conzelman is not an employee of the army, the navy ar any other 
branch of the services. Nor does he have any illusions. He agrees that 
only 20 per cent of our youths have any love for the set-’em-up-and- 
knock-’em-down activities, But the rest must build up a tolerance for 
contact much as you build up a tolerance for strychnine, opium or any 
other poison 


Must Stop Being “Specialists” 

“ITE have been too intent on becoming specialists,” he continued. “A 
W man may be able to run 100 yards in 94 seconds, yet not be worth a 
hoot as a soldier because he hasn't been conditioned to the point where 
he is willing to incapacitate another man. And he won't be worth a hoot 
until he stops being a specialist and comes face to face with violence.” 


This aptitude for violence ts not s virtue Conzelman would will- 
finely instil into the youth—it ts a direat product of necessity. As he 
explains, the routine procedure is to drill a boy through three hours » 
week of diffident manoeuvres, The boy may find that his muscles are 
tightened and his back is stronger, but he does not find that he wants 
to hurt other boys. 


“Take your commandos, your parachutists, your shock troops,” Jimmy 
said. "They must be specialists—hut specialists in all around, triple-dis- 
tilled athletic excellence. How can they reach such perfection? By 
tumbling, by wrestling, by crude boxing, by football and by any sport 
which entails the knocking down of one boy by any other boy. 


Axis Attitude Comes From Conditioning 

“IN Germany this training begins at the age of 10. In Japan It begins 
| almost as early. The attitude of the Axis youths is not one of fatal- 
ism. It is one which has been produced by conditioning. Well, let’s con- 

dition our boys the same way. Let’s teach them that they must learn to 
slit throats, hit below the belt and gouge eyes as well as their opponents.” 


This isn't a pretty subject. It is not one that we enjoy reading. 
but it's a vital one. It’s one which Conzelman expounded in a gradu- 
ation speech at the University of Dayton. That apeech, incidentally, 
was read into the congressional record. It wag a speech published 
and distributed hy Sen. C. Wayland Brooks of Dlinois. and it rapidly 
is being memorized by thousands, 


No, it isn't a pretty speech, but !t is one which came from Jimmy's 
heart. As well, it is one which will keynote his lectures to high school 
coaches of Louisiana at his LJS.U. football clinie next month. For the 
Conzelman, as to all of us, football as a sport no longer is important. 
What Is important, and what will remain important is victory—final and 
complete, 

To attain {t, our youths must be hard and tough.

Re-Caught Nazi 
Charges Killing 


DETROIT, June 30.—(AP)—Nazi 
Air Force Lieutenant Hans Peter 
Krug testified in federal court here 
Tuesday that he escaped from the 
Bowmanville, Ont., prison camp last 
April in order to “return to duty | 
and to inform the German govern- 
ment of conditions in the camp—of | 
the shooting and murder of a com- | 
rade officer.” 

Krug was the first government 
witness against Max Stephan, Ger- 
man-born Detroit restaurant pro- 
prietor, who is on trial charged with 
treason because of aid the govern- 
ment charges he gave Krug when 
he arrived in Detroit after his es- 
cape. 

The 21-year-old Nazi flier, cap- 
tured after a flight over the English 
Channel, testified in English, hold- 
ing a German-English dictionary in

PROVINCES LACK POWER 


Mr. Maynard said no province 
was more jealous of provincial 
rights than Alberta, but Alberta 


realized that in the vastly important 
spheres of the reduction of debts, 
the alteration of the terms of pay- 
ment, and the stay of proceedings, 
the provinces had no power, 

“We must face a practical prob- 
lem,” he said, “It is the business of 
this conference to evolve a pro- 
posal to provide a permanent mach- 
inery to adjust debts. 

“It is easier to have the Dom- 
inion extend the machinery al- 
ready in operation than to devise 
something new.” 

He said the delegates need not

it was not satisfactory—but they 
Ought to consider it as it should be. 


NOT SATISFACTORY 

Hon. A. T. Proctor, Saskatchewan 
minister of highways, declared he 
could see no benefit in “shifting the 
burden from one shoulder to an- 
So far the attack had been 
on the provincial debt adjustment 
acts. When the authority would be 
delegated to the Dominion, the 
attack would shift to the federal 
legislation. 

He said that even if the F.C. 
A.A. were amended, it would not 
be satisfactory.

Evasion Rent 
Regulations To 
Bring Penalty 


Landlords who attempt evasions 
of the rental control regulations 
will be severely deatt with in 
future, it was announced Tuesday 
by George J. Bryan, Alberta rent- 
als officer for the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, 

Mr. Bryan made the statement 
when questioned regarding a “black 
market" in rentals which appears to 
be in operation in Winnipeg, and 
other western cities. 

He advises all landlords to care- 
fully study the rental regulations, 
as ignorance of them cannot be ac- 
cepted as an excuse for their viola- 
tion, 

Text of Mr. Bryan's statement 
follows: 

The statement given out by the 
regional rentals officer at Winni- 
peg has been brought to my atten- 
tion. While there has not been sub- 
mitted to us a great deal of evi- 
dence of transactions in the nature 
of a “black market” we have en- 
countered a great many violations 
of the Rental Regulations, Many 
cases have been already referred to 
the Enforcement Counsel for prose- 
cution.

About five out of ten cases of 
stomach ulcer will report such di- 
gestive disturbances as nausea and 


vomiting, and nearly all of them| 


report having noted belching, flat- 
ulency, a gnawing sensation, a) 
bloated feeling and other disturb- 


ances which show that digestion is | 


not normal. 

The symptom that may be most 
frightening to the patient is the 
vomiting of blood. This bleeding is 
caused by a tearing open of small 
blood vessels located near the ulcer, 
If the blood remains a long time in 
the stomach before being vomited, 
it 
fee grounds; but, if vomited early, 
it may be a bright red. If it passes 
on through the body, it may .ap- 
pear the next day as a black tarry 
consistency of the stools. The vom- 
iting of blood does not necessarily 
indica‘e stomach ulcers since it is 
possible for oné to swallow blood, 
as from a bleeding in back of the 
nose which may afterwards appear 
in the substance vomited. Usually 
a small amount of hemorrhaging 
from thé stomach is not noticed, but 
the patient may lose a large amount 


of blood if the hemorrhaging is 
severe, Few people die from this 
cause, F 


There should always be an @x- 
amination with the X-ray when- 
ever stomach ulcers are suspected 
for jt constitutes the only definite 
method of diagnosis. An emergency 
treatment for one who is bleeding 
from gastric ulcer is to have the 
patient lie flat on the back aud 
place cold or ice packs on the 
stomach, keeping him as quiet as 
possible until the physician arrives. 

I believe the milk diet is the best 
that can be used to allow the in- 


| flamed surface of the ulcer to heal. 


Ordinary foods or foods containing 
roughage might serve to preverit 
the healing by causing a rubbing 
on the ulcer, and the acid fruit 
juices would cause a burning sen- 
sation, Milk is valuable in that it 
seems to act as a salve or coating on 
the ulcer, thus preventing injury 
through friction as the stomach 
churns. Milk also serves the pur- 
pose of absorbing the digestive 
juices so that they do not act on the 
sore ulcer surface. 

The best method for taking the 
milk diet is to use an eight-ounce 
glass of milk every hour during the 
day and night while awake, The 
milk should be raw and swéet and 
slightly warmed by placing the 
glass in a pan of water which is 
warm but not hot enough to burn 
the hands. The milk should be 
sipped slowly through a straw and 


taken exactly on the hour intervals. | 


No water should be added. The 
taking of milk at irregular periods 
does not agree with most cases and 
is apt to lead. to some indigestion, 
and the one suffering from stom- 
ach ulcers dare not be so careless 
After being on the milk diet for 
some time, the stomach usually be- 
comes a very good time clock and 
will tell the patient almost ‘o the 
dot when the hour is up and it is 
time for another glass, 

Holst#in milk is the best to use 
but, if this is not obtai®able ang it 
is found necessary to use a milk 
that has thick yellow cream, 
better to remove about haif of this 
heavy cream. The raw milk is bet- 
ter for the purpose than pas‘eurized 
If 
the raw milk is not obtainable, 
then, of course, the pasteurized 
would have to be used, and a small 


} amount of lemon or orange juice 


should be added to the milk or 
shaken with it. In some case it is 
advisable to add a half teaspoonful 
of milk Of magnesia to each glass of 
milk. This is useful in the begin-

Mr. McLarty was first 
yesterday in the resumed debate on 
second reading of the bill, to repeal 
section 3 of the National Resources 
Mobilization Act, the section which 
prevents the government sending | 
conscripted men overseas.

Repeal of section 3 was “the natu 
ral and inevitable result of the 
plebiscite In which the majority of 
Canadians released the government 
from its no-conscription pledges 
last April 27,” he added. 

The average percentage of affir- 
mative votes was 64.2 but the result 
in Quebec was only 27.5 per cent 
affirmative. 

Canada was doing more in the 
war than any other of the United 
Nations if its performance were 
valued on a per capita basis. 


EFFORT BECLOUDED 

But appreciation of that effort 
was beclouded and lost by the 
presence of section 3 in the mobili- 
zation act 

“The whole air is contaminated 
by its presence and for that reason 
it should be deleted,” Mr. McLarty 
aid. 

If Canadians ¢ould select the 
battlefields on which they chose 
to meet the enemy it would be an 
advantage, but Canada had little 
choice in this selection and there- 
fore should be free to operate in 
whatever part of the world opera- 
tions were necessary for 7uccess-
